The declaration under 37 CFR 1.132 filed February 23, 2006 is insufficient to overcome 
the rejection of claims 1-28 based upon the 103 rejections made as set forth in the last Office 
action because: (1) It fails to substantiate facts. One example, Exhibit B is alleged to support the 
position that Abode is a ceramic metallic product when this reference only mentions bakeware 
and woodenware. The ceramic and metallic elements are not supported. (2) The facts presented 
are not germane to the rejection at issue since it states nothing about the modification of the 
material of Todd and Tung to be ceramic material. (3) The showing is not commensurate in 
scope with the claims because page 2, lines 25 and 26 state that the manufactured drinking 
vessels fall within the scope of one or more claims and this doesn't specify which of claims 1 , 
12, 15 and 22 falls within the scope of the manufactured drinking vessels. Also, claims 1 and 15 
are not claims of record since the amendment has not been entered. 

In view of the foregoing, when all of the evidence is considered, the totality of the 
rebuttal evidence of nonobviousness fails to outweigh the evidence of obviousness.
